‘THE CARSON FOOT PRINTS. 
— — 


If the footpriets are those of man, 
they prove that man lived here before 
Shasta, Lassen and other mountains of 
the Sierra were throwing out lava and 
filling up the channels of the pre-ex- 
isting rivers, as well as forming our 
“table mountains.“ They show that 
man lived in Nevada at a period geo- 
logically so remote that its climate 
was very different from what it is at 
the present time. They prove . that 

man lived here at a time when the 
rainfall was much greater than at the 
present time; at a time when there 
were glaciers cutting out Donner Lake 
and cutting down the granite and cre- 
ating canyons at the sources of the 
American and Yuba rivers; at a time 
when Central Nevada was a lake re- 
gion, one whose lakes were so large 
that Walker, the Carson sinks, Hum- 
beldt, Pyramid aod Winnemucca 
lakes, were but the lower levels of this 


great tet of fresh water. If the 
— an they proove that 
man was here d riog the later tertiary 
period, and was a cotemporary of the 
mastoden and elephant, at a time 
when the horse, now fossil, ranged 
from Oregon to Wyoming. At a 
time when Nevada contained forests 
of deciduous trees, through which 
ranged an aniraal that had some of the 
characteristics of both the camel and 
the lama; also a cave bear and a tiger, 
that, from its teeth, is called the sa- 


ber-toothed tiger. If the footprints 


of man, they show that man must 
have been created some few years be- 
fore 4004, B. C., and that Arch-Bishop 
Usher must have made a mistake in 
his addition. If the footprints of man 
they lead to the inference that it man 
was “created upright,” he must have 
been created a very low average of 
upright savege, with but little more 
intelligence than those anthropoid 
apes that break nuts between stones 
to get at the kernel. It they are the 
footprints of man in a stratum of clay 
of from fifteen to thirty-two feet be- 
low the surface, in a quarry of bard 
sand-stone, they would show that man 
has been on the earth at least twelve, 
if not fifty thousand years. General 
Pit Rivers, President of the Anthro- 
pological Socitety of Great Britaia, 
stated at a recent meeting of that so- 
ciety, that while in Egypt he had ex- 
amined the pedestal to a monument of 
one of the kings of the earliest dy- 
nastics of the country, who is thought 
to have reigned about 5.000 years ago, 
and he found the pedestal to have 
been quarried from conglomerate or 
pudding stone. Among the stones ce- 
mented together by nature to make 
the pudding stone, he found a flint 
arrow-head. Therefore, man had ex- 


listed who used flint instead of iron for 


weapons so long before that Pharaoh, 
that there had been time for this lost 
arrow-head to be washed by a stream 
with pebbles’ until deposited in a 
place where it aod the pebbles became 
consolidated into a hard stone, to be 
afrerwards quarried, and cut to make 
the foundation for the monument of a 
King, who reigned some thousands of 
years before Moses was born, If the 
footprints were made by man they 
have important relation to what is al- 
ready established, for they show that 
man has existed on earth during 


| vast periods of time, aod while they 
do not show how any person can 


make money, they do show, or at least 
give us a hint, of how man must have 


originated and developed; but they

For 
the success of the Republican nominee 
for Sheriff it might almost be hoped 
that Walker will not be the Demo- 
cratic nominee for Sheriff, for we are 
forced to admit that he would be a 
hard horse to curry.

A telegram from San Francisco an- 
nounces the death of Hon. B. B. 
Redding, Land Commissioner for the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company.

Mr. Redding was one of 
the early pioneers of the Coast and 
highly respected. He was a member 
of the Board of Regents for the Cali- 
fornia State University at the time of 
his death, and has held many posi- 
tions of trust and honor.

Leigh Smith's Exploring Expedition 
Found and Rescued. 
New Yorx; August 21. | 
The Heraid’s London special bas the 
following details: A telegram from 
Aberdeen says the Hope, with Lieu- 
tenant Smith and his crew arrived 
there to-day. All are well. The Eira 
was nipped in the ice and sank August 
21st, last year, off Cape Flora. ~The 
crew wintered at Cape Flora, suffering 
considerable hardships. They were 
picked up on the Nova Zenbla coast 
by a Dutch schooner and:canveyed on 
board the Hope. Leigh Smith gives 
the following narrative: On the 14th 
of June, 1881, the Eira left Peterhead. 
The ice was very far south and no 
opening could be found to enable ker 
to get north until the middle of July. 
Franz Josefland was reached July 28. 
The Eira steamed along the t to 
within 15 miles of Cape Ludlow. The 
ice was closely packed 10 the north, 
so I decided to return to Gray 
bay and wait till a more favorable op- 
portunity should present itself to go 
north. On August 7th the Hira was 
made fast to a land floe near Belle 
Island. A stone house was erected 
by material taken out of the Eira. On 
August 15 the Eira left Belle Island, 
and being unable to pass to the east— 
ward of Barents Hook, was made fast 
to a land floe, off Cape Flora. The 
next few days were spent in collecting 
plants and fossils, which, unfortu- 
nately were lost with the vessel. On 
August 21 the Eira was heavily nip- 
ped at about 10 in the morning. A 
leak was discovered, and all hands 
were set tu work on the pumps. The 
donkey engine was also started, but 
was soon disconnected from the pumps, 
and by means of the steam wisch six 
casks of flour and about eight of bread 
were saved from the main hold. By 
this time the leak had gained to such 
an extent that nothing more could be 
saved from the lower deck, and the 
engines again started to pump, 
but were soon crowded out by the ris- 
ing water. All hands were then 
engaged in saving the stores in the 
after cabin, which consisted chiefly of 
vegetables aod barley. Two hours 
elapsed from the leak being discovered 
till the time when the vessel had to be 
abandoned. The boats were saved 
and most of the men saved some cloth 
ing and bedding. Hardiy had the 
last man left the ship when the ice, 
eased up and the Eira rapidly sunk. 
Nothing came up except a few spars 
and a young polar bear in a cask. 
Some of the sails were cut away, and 
with them and some Oars a tent was 
erected on the ice. A fire was lit and 
coffee was made, which, with bread 
aod a pudding that had been made 
for the day’s dinner, made a some- 
what spare dinner for 26 men who had 


without food. There were not many 
grumbleas, as everyone knew that he 
would have to learn to govern bis ap- 
petite. The next morning everythiog 
was moved to the land, and a tent was 
put up at Cape Plara, and the crew 
went to bed with lighter hearts, as 
two bears had been shot during the 
day. It was soon evideot that Winter 
would have to be spent at Cape. Flora, 
so a house was built of stones and 
turf and covered with sails. For 16 
nights all the crew lived in the tent, 
sometimes almost flooded out by rain, 
at others endeavoring to keep up the 
house during a heavy gale. Before 
the Winter set in 16 walrus were shot 
besides a number of bears. Our 
principal food coasisted of walrus and 
bear meat, which, with vegetables, were 
served out three times aday. The 
cooking had to be dove mostly inside 
the house, and the fire was mostly 
made by means of blubber and ropes, 
as very little coal and wood had been 
saved from the ship. Many times 
everybody was compelled to rush out 
of the honse to avoid being suffocated 
with smoke, which the fire emitted. 
Everybody worked with a will until 
meat and blubber were safely stored 
in the but. This goud fortune enabled 
an extra amount of meat to be cooked 
every day, and aided in preventing 
the excessive cold for the next few 
weeks being so disastrous to the crew 
ag it otherwise might have been: With- 
in 24 hours of the leaving of the 
ice four boats were safely hauled on 
the beach at Matochyn Straits. It 
It was on the evening of August 21. 
Next morning after breakfast a 
schooner was seen coming out of the 
straits. A boat went to ber. The

In a skirinish yesterday the Egypt- 
iahs fired Shrapnel shell ineffectually 
at the outpost of the 46th infantry, 
numbering 300, occupying, temporari- 
ly, an entrenchment. The Egyptias 
infantry then advanced to within 
about 800 yards. They were coming 
from Nafr-el-Dwar, Some cavalry 9lso 
appeared from the direction of Abou- 
ker. The Egyptian lines are most ir- 
regular, and some of the men appar- 
ently unatmed. About five o'clock in 
the evening the British ironclad train 
was sent out. A car with a 
40-pounder was detached and sent 
about 40 yards in advance of 
engine and fired two shells upon the 
Egyptians, who endeavored to execute 
a flanking movement. The 40- 
pounder, after this movement was 
frastrated, fired towards Kafr-el- Dwar. 
The Egyptians replied with a shell, 
which burst between the train and 
engine. The trafn then retired, firing. 
During the retreat another shell ex- 
ploded between the rails. The train 
finally retired without damage. The 
British infaotry meanwhile fired from 
the intrenchment, causing a great loss 
—300 of Egyptian cavalry. Fightiog 
ceased at sunset. Major-General Sir 
Edward Hamley has been ordered to 
support the bombardment of Aboukir 
Forts by a flank attack from Ramleh 
and was unaware of the real plans 
until he opened this morning sealed 
orders he had received. A reconvois- 
sance by an armored train, made yes- 
terday afternoon, drew fire from the 
Egyptian 15 centimetre Krupp guo, 
bot the aim was bad. The British 40 
pounders on the train replied and 
silenced the enemy. The fortifications 
at Ramleh have been strengthened.
